Just  days  before  new  students  arrived  for  the  Fall  Semester, 
the  Guilford  College  Oak  toppled  to  its  side.  The  enormous 
corpse  was  hard  to  miss,  spread  out  as  it  was  next  to  New 
Garden. 

Although  no  one  actually  witnessed  its  fall,  groundskeeper 
Barbara  Hill  was  the  last  to  see  it  in  an  upright  position. 
Shortly  after  mowing  under  The  Oak  at  7:45  a .  m .  on  August 
1  7th,  she  glanced  back  to  see  that  it  had  fallen,  crushing  a 
picnic  table  under  its  weight. 

The  memorial  seivice  held  a  week  later  was  one  of 
Guilford's  most  publicized  events  of  the  year.  The  Oak  was 
remember  for  its  prominence  and  impressive  size,  and 
honored  for  its  service  as  the  college  logo  and  symbol  since 
the  early  1 980's  when  President  Bill  Rogers  sketched  it  in  its 
full  glory.

At  least  once  a  year,  sometimes  twice  (depending  on  the  hurricanes),  Guilford  College  students  have 
migrated  South  to  John's  Island  Rural  Mission.  For  at  least  eight  years,  students,  staff  and  (acuity  have  been 
greeted  by  Spanish  Moss,  incredible  Live  Oaks  lining  the  Islands  major  road,  a  dock  right  on  the  bay  large 
enough  to  sleep  most  of  us,  church  on  Sundays,  and  a  Shrimp  Jamboree  on  Wednesdays.  We  sweated 
all  day  over  four  major  projects;  roofing  a  trailer  home,  painting  two  houses,  and  demolishing  part  of  the 
Rural  Mission's  building  (a  requested  project).  Every  evening  included  a  full  sit-down  meal,  thanks  to  Hans 
Herr's  napkin  sculptures,  Carrie  Eby's  consistently  good  cooking,  Nan  Tyler's  pizza,  and  Tobie  Becker's 
Mexican  meal.  We  mastered  the  art  of  sneaking  onto  Kiawah  Island's  beach  for  very  cold  swims  in  a  full 
moon,  and  subsequently  caught  colds  in  mass  numbers.  Lyndon  Bray,  a  Greensboro  contractor  with  us,  woke 
up  earlier  than  anyone  (5:30am  some  said),  and  we  would  straggle  to  our  worksites  at  an  ungodly  hour 
somewhere  around  8:30  or  9:00.  Our  trip  was  only  a  week  long  and  provided  only  a  pin-hole  view  of 
John's  Island  rich  culture.  John  Lamiman's  discussions,  part  of  a  one  credit  Independent  Study,  helped  us  to 
focus  on  the  issues  surrounding  the  Island  and  those  living  in  it.  We  left  the  island  only  to  meet  heavy  snow, 
wind  and  ice  in  Columbia  S.C.  Our  four  trucks  and  vans  inched  back  to  Greensboro  under  the  East  Coast's 
heaviest  snow  in  1 00  years

The  Yello  House. . . 

in  several  stages  of  demolition.  Months  of  repairs  failed  to  satisfy  the  City  of  Greensboro 
Department  of  Housing  and  the  property  was  mostly  vacated  in  January  1993,  nine  months 
after  the  house  was  condemned.   The  process  of  demolition  began  in  April  and  was  completed 
■""'yjune.  Long  time  Yello  House  resident  and  Guilford  College  student  Ben  Haile  decided 
^.~.  the  essential  pieces  of  the  Yello  House  and  move  them  to  his  property  in  southern 
Virginia.  Re-construction  is  set  for  the  summer  of  '95. 

The  Yello  House  began  its  affiliation  with  Guilford  College  in  the  early  80's  when  students  began 
to  rent  it.  For  years  a  sense  of  comunal  living  was  detectable  (to  widely  varying  degrees)  in  the  Yello 
House.  The  advantages  to  the  Yello  House  lifestyle  included  annual  Funhy  Formats,  the 
occasonial  soak  in  the  Yello  House  Hot  Tub,  and  food  rituals  which  included  dumpster-diving  and

The  Yello  House  was  built  in  1  908  for  Annie  Couch,  a  Quaker  widow  with  i — 
men's  dormitory  at  Guilford  College.  According  to  people  now  in  Friends  Homes  wno  grew  up  in  me  reno  nouse,  tne  many  rooms  were  rareiy 
unoccupied.  The  house  was  a  refuge  for  relatives  and  acquaintances  of  Annie's  who  had  nowhere  else  to  go.   And  there  was  always  coffee 
brewing  for  whomever  stopped  by. 

When  Annie  Couch  died  she  left  the  Yello  House  to  Mary  Jones  who  worked  for  her  in  the  house.  Mrs.  Jones  and  her  family  left  their  house 
that  was  located  where  Ms.  Muffits  Yogert  shop  is  today  and  moved  into  the  Yello  House.  They  are  the  only  traditional  family  that  has  lived  there. 

Mary  Jones  and  her  husband  died  in  their  first  floor  bedroom.  A  dozen  years  later  their  daughter  moved  to  a  smaller  home  and  sold  the  Yello 
House  to  investors.  The  house  was  abandoned  for  several  years  before  Guilford  College  students  renovated  it.  The  house  is  still  known  in  the 
state  historical  record  as  the  Couch  House.

William  Howell  Burris 


Bill  Burris  died  Monday,  April  12  from  liver  cancer.  Burris  came  to  Guilford  in  1964. 
Under  his  leadership,  the  political  science  department  went  from  one  faculty  member  to  two. 
"He  came  to  the  college  at  a  time  when  Daryl  Kent,  then  Academic  Dean,  was  looking  for  a 
way  to  strengthen  the  study  of  social  and  political  institutions,"  said  President  Bill  Rogers. 

"The  development  of  the  political  science  department  grew  strongly  under  the  wise 
guidance  of  Bill  Carroll  and  Bill  Burris,"  continued  Rogers. 

Last  week  Burris  experienced  a  pain  in  his  side  which  he  thought  was  in  his  gall  bladder. 
It  turned  out  that  the  cancer  he  was  carrying  had  suddenly  attacked  his  liver. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Wednesday  morning  at  New  Garden  Friends  Meeting,  of  which 
Burris  was  a  member. 

"Burris  helped  to  hire  a  number  of  strong  faculty  members  and  guided  curricular 
development  [as  Academic  Dean  for  four  years].  From  that  experience,  he  also  developed  a 
keen  sensitivity  to  the  important  interrelationship  of  teaching  and  academic  freedom  on  the 
one  hand  and  of  institutional  loyalty  and  planning  on  the  other,"  said  Rogers. 

"He  was  an  excellent  role  model,"  said  library  director  Herb  Poole,  "and  he  embraced  the 
academic  tradition  that  I,  for  one,  admired  when  I  was  a  student  -  that  of  the  teacher/scholar/ 
poet.  He  was  a  person  whose  company  you  enjoyed.  He  was  a  good  counselor.  He  was  the 
kind  of  guy  you  wanted  for  a  father." 

"He  provided  strong  leadership  on  campus,"  said  political  science  professor  Bill  Schmickle. 
"He  was  good  to  have  on  your  side  and  a  good  opponent,  too.  He  knew  his  own  mind  and  spoke 
clearly  and  to  the  point.  He  was  honest  in  that  waand  was  one  of  the  stronger  personalities 
on  campus." 

"I  am  deeply  grateful  to  Bill  for  his  support  of  campus  ministries,"  said  Max  Carter.  "Each 
and  every  time  I  asked  him  to  appear  in  a  panel,  he  was  there.  We  can  joke  about  his  being 
the  'token  conservative',  but  his  opinions  were  based  on  educated  and  thought-through  ideas. 
He  constantly  reminded  us  of  the  other  side  of  the  issues." 

"Our  hearts  go  out  in  support  to  Claude  Mourot-Burris,  to  Bill's  brothers  and  sisters  and 
mother,  and  to  his  children,"  said  Rogers. 

"He  had  a  wonderful,  ornery  way  of  always  questioning  Guilford's  prevailing  progressiv- 
ism,"  said  Jason  Smith,  a  senior  political  science  major.  "Our  community  will  be  something 
less  without  him."
